Angry Larry Agran allies back Irvine politician’s efforts to evade Great Park accountability

H aving exposed Beth Krom’s 

harebrained January memo— 
the confidential one that 
outlined how the Irvine city 
councilwoman’s pals should manipulate 
public opinion by dominating citizen- 
comment portions of televised council 
meetings—I chuckled at the March 
2 hearing on Larry Agran’s refusal to 
obey a subpoena in the audit of Orange 
County Great Park corruption. Agran, the 
70-year-old Krom mentor who for more 
than a decade ran City Hall and doled out 
lucrative, no-bid contracts to his politi¬ 
cal cronies as park 
coffers emptied, 
has been evading 
his chance to speak 
under oath for 
months. In Novem¬ 
ber 2014, voters 
booted the career 
politician, who first 
joined the council 
nearly four decades 
ago when Jimmy 
Carter occupied 
the White House 
and a gallon of gas cost 64 cents. 

“I don’t know what’s going on here, 
folks,” Jake Jacobs, a longtime Agran 
attack dog, told the council at the Agran- 
less hearing. Jacobs said the “silly [Great 
Park funding] audit—it’s not an audit, it’s 
a witch-hunt”—should not cause the city 
to force a deposition through the court 
system. “You just jump on him when he 
doesn’t appear.... You just came up with 
a [deposition] date and said, ‘You have to 
come here.’ Well, he has a life. He’s a pri¬ 
vate citizen. He doesn’t have to come on 
the exact day. Maybe you think he does, 
but he doesn’t.... You’re just trying to 
get some press here, make him look bad, 
somehow vilify him.” 

As he ranted, Jacobs—stern-faced, 
arms flailing—couldn’t stick with his 
message, eventually diving into addi¬ 
tional absurdity by admitting he doesn’t 
want Agran to be held accountable for 
spending more than $200 million in 
Great Park funds without constructing 
a single major feature of the proposed 
project. “You know he lost the election,” 
he said. “Why don’t you just let it go and 
get on with your life, you know, screwing 
up the city? I just think what you’re doing 
is ridiculous.” 

He finished by wondering aloud if the 
council was trying “to hide” the issue 
of the ex-councilman’s non-compliance 
with the subpoena by—you got it—hold¬ 
ing a public session, a meeting that was 


videotaped and quickly made accessible 
online for anyone in the world to watch 
24 hours a day. “Remember,” he threat¬ 
ened, oblivious to the irony, “you’re going 
to be held accountable.” 

The next speaker, another angry but 
more dramatic Beth Krom Kool-Aid 
drinker named Ken Wyant, pretended the 
council’s attempt to force Agran to talk on 
the record about Great Park shenanigans 
was—you can’t make this up—an attempt 
to silence him. “It’s a deep sign of weak¬ 
ness and, in fact, I would say cowardice 
that leads to this analysis [of compelling 
compliance with a lawfully issued sub¬ 
poena],” Wyant said. “With your sneers 
and your eye rolling and your objections, 
you tried to shut him up and prevent him 
from talking about the Great Park and 
where the money went. But this cowardly 
attack is a vicious miscarriage of justice- 
should not stand. Is not fair to the city of 
Irvine. It’s an embarrassment to the city 
of Irvine.” 

Harvey Liss, a onetime Agran political 
appointee, tried a softer approach. Liss 
used quotes from other people to explain 
why the deposition isn’t even necessary. 
He reasoned that the depleted park cof¬ 
fers can be blamed not on corruption, 
but rather on the 2008, national “eco¬ 
nomic catastrophe” and Lynn Jochim, 
an executive at FivePoint Communities, 
the real-estate-development company 
building homes near the Great Park. Liss 
thinks Jochim and her private corpora¬ 
tion somehow imposed an “adversarial, 
bureaucratic” process on the city govern¬ 
ment. According to this attempt at logic, 
she managed to single-handedly thwart 
Agran’s supposedly well-run project 
management and rob him of money nec¬ 
essary to complete the job. See? Agran, he 
declared, was “just not involved” in the 
“waste” of funds. 

Irvine resident Ed Pope’s frustration 
wasn’t because of a politician trying to 
avoid testifying under oath, but because 
the city council called for a 3:30 p.m. 
special session. He labeled the timing an 
effort to block public scrutiny. “Perhaps 
you are embarrassed and wish to hide 
this effort to sustain the sorted fiction 
of your fake audit,” he said, suggesting 
Agran’s audits of himself while in office 
should be accepted as legitimate. “The 
actual purpose of this audit appears to be 
a conspiracy between council members 
[Christina] Shea and [Jeff] Lalloway, 
abetted by Mayor [Steven] Choi, to block 
the re-election of Larry Agran.” 

According to longtime Agran-campaign 
aide Pope, Anthony R. Taylor—the private 


attorney conducting the audit, a man 
universally touted for his role in locat¬ 
ing stolen funds during the city of Bell 
municipal scandal and a recent recipient 
of statewide honors for his legal achieve¬ 
ments—is incompetent. Taylor’s work has 
so far outlined a cesspool of cheating and 
mismanagement at the Great Park dur¬ 
ing Agran’s watch. But Pope said Taylor 
should have already issued a final report, 
a remarkable stance given that a particu¬ 
lar ex-councilman has stalled the comple¬ 
tion of the job by employing a three- 
month delay tactic. “Where’s the beef?” 
he wanted to know. “And now you dare 
to reward this same incompetence with 
more of our taxpayers’ money. I respect¬ 
fully request that you end this embarrass¬ 
ing charade. Irvine deserves better.” 

Harkening to the supposedly warm 
and fuzzy yesteryears when Agran domi¬ 
nated the city, Rebecca Newman worried 
he isn’t getting appropriate recognition 
now for the “multiple good-government 
awards” Irvine won in the past. I’m not 
sure that the man could capture such 
praise anymore. He first refused to par¬ 
ticipate in a deposition, then skipped 
a scheduled February meeting, then 
demanded all questions be submitted 
to him in advance and in writing, and, 
finally, insisted that taxpayers pay all of 
the fees for his private lawyers. To New¬ 
man, however, it’s current council mem¬ 
bers who aren’t being reasonable. 

“It does not accrue credit on this great 
city to talk about bringing in a mayor, 
grabbed by the arm of the sheriff,” she 


said. “It’s clear he needs time to prepare. 
The audit is about him. I ask that we just 
step back and take a deep breath and 
be the honest, upright citizens that we 
should all aspire to be.” 

When it became her turn to opine, 
Krom wanted to know who’d had the 
audacity to call the meeting. The mayor 
calmly took credit. She moved on, simul¬ 
taneously declaring that Agran will not 
accept the validity of a judge’s order 
to testify and, without recognizing the 
inherent contradiction, complaining that 
Taylor has not allowed him to dictate the 
date of the deposition. She bemoaned the 
“pettiness” of her colleagues. 

“I sit here today, and it’s clear we’ve 
been brought here for political theater,” 
Krom said. “I think there has been a tre¬ 
mendous effort to demonize and dam¬ 
age the reputations of good people. I’ve 
known Larry Agran for a lot of years, 
and people can say what they want, but 
this is a man who deserves the respect of 
this community.” 

Afterward, the council voted 4-1 to seek 
judicial assistance. With Taylor preparing 
to go to court, Agran claims he’ll appear 
for a deposition in coming days. The next 
question is: Will he be forthcoming about 
what he did with the money?

T welve years ago, the 
Weekly published an 
article titled “The Posei¬ 
don Misadventure,” 
a list of 10 reasons why the 
Poseidon Resources-lead desali¬ 
nation project in Huntington 
Beach should be killed off. 

It seemed so obvious then. 
Who would want to build an 
energy-intensive desalination 
plant that would create 50 mil¬ 
lion gallons of fresh water per 
day just years after a power 
shortage and a giant El Nino? 
And whoever bought the water 
would be on the hook, whether 
or not it was needed. Plus, the 
water the plant would produce 
was much more expensive 
than then-current prices, it 
would be horrible for the envi¬ 
ronment, and it’d be another 
industrial project right on one 
of Orange County’s beaches. It 
just didn’t make any sense. We 
put 10 bullets in the abomina¬ 
tion and let it be. 

But then the next decade 
happened. Southern California 
is now in the grip of a severe 
drought, with climatologists, 


water 
experts 
and even 
NASA 
scientists 
releasing 
alarming 
reports about 
the depletion 
of the region’s 
groundwater 
supply (see Matt 
Coker’s “An Inconvenient 
Thirst,” Nov. 12,2004). 
Meanwhile, Poseidon has 
pumped millions of dollars 
into a public-relations cam¬ 
paign, lobbying and political 
contributions. Now, the com¬ 
pany is just one permit away 
from breaking ground on the 
facility, and it may soon even 
find a buyer for the water. 

In January, the Orange 
County Water District (OCWD) 
one of the many municipal bod¬ 
ies helping to manage Orange 
County’s water resources, 
told its staff to work with 
Poseidon to negotiate a rate 
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sheet to buy all 56,000 acre-feet of water 
per year it would produce (one acre-foot 
is approximately 300,000 gallons, or 
enough water for three average California 
families of four to use for about a year). 

In just days, that sheet is expected to be 
submitted to the board of directors. While 
desalinated water might be an easier sell 
now that winter is basically summer with 
less sun, the desalination facility is still 
just as bad of an idea as it’s always been. 
(The Weekly initially contacted Poseidon 
on Feb. 20 through a website contact form. 
We received a call within the hour, prom¬ 
ising someone would speak with us the 
following Monday. After that, Poseidon 
has not responded despite more than six 
calls and another form email.) 

This project should have died in 2003, 
but it’s still alive, and its potential dan¬ 
gers—the cost to rate payers and threat to 
the environment—are even worse. 
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T he site of Poseidon’s proposed 
desalination project is classic 
Southern California coastline. 
Framed by dozens of palm trees, 
it sits just across the Pacific Coast High¬ 
way from the sand and north of the Santa 
Ana River’s outlet into the Pacific Ocean 
in Huntington Beach. The facility would 
share the lot that houses the city’s most 
prominent coastal eyesore, the AES natu- 
ral-gas-fired Huntington Beach Generat¬ 
ing Station (you might know it better as 
the two hulking, skeletal-looking cubical 
structures near Newland). The new plant 
would sit in the back of the lot, adjacent 
to a storm-water discharge channel and 
away from beach view. 

One hundred million gallons of sea¬ 
water would flow through Poseidon’s 
pumps each day, first through screens and 
meshes to remove sand and other debris, 
and then blasted at pressures nearly 100 
times higher than Earth’s atmosphere 
through a series of reverse-osmosis filters, 
removing the salt. Fifty million gallons of 
brine, twice as salty as intake seawater, 
would return to the ocean, as the other 50 
million gallons of water would be added 
to Orange County’s water system, enough 
to provide for approximately 7 percent of 
Orange County’s water needs. 

Incongruously bordering the location 
is the Wetlands and Wildlife Care Center, 
where a team of volunteers rescues and 
rehabilitates injured and orphaned Cali¬ 
fornia wildlife daily. Behind that building, 
there’s a gate leading to where you can 
take a short hike in the area’s wetlands. 

On most days, surfers park their cars 
along PCH, just four lanes from the pro¬ 
posed location. During weekends, families 
are everywhere, enjoying the sometimes 
calm, but often rough waters and near- 
perpetual sun of one of Orange County’s 
most central beaches. Just 2 miles north 
of the site are the city’s new hotels and a 
bustling, if not a little bro-y, downtown. 



THE PROPOSED SITE IS IN RED 


It’s here where many of the desalina¬ 
tion plant’s critics say the project will have 
the most negative effects. When originally 
conceived, Poseidon pitched its desalina¬ 
tion plant as not that much worse for the 
environment than what was already there. 
The plant’s original 1998 design piggy¬ 
backs on already-active seawater intake 
and outtake pipes used by the AES power 
plant to cool its steam generators. There’s 
no arguing the pipes are bad for the envi¬ 
ronment—they take in and kill more than 
80 million fish eggs annually, according 
to a 2013 report by the California Coastal 
Commission (CCC). 

Open-ocean water cooling is so uni¬ 
versally recognized as bad for the envi¬ 
ronment that in 2010, the State Water 
Resources Control Board (SWRCB) 
adopted a policy that would phase out 
these intakes for coastal power plants by 
2020. And therein lies a major problem 
for Poseidon. If the desalination facility is 
constructed using current designs, those 
outdated intakes and outtakes would stay 
functioning for an additional 30 years, and 
the positive environmental impact that 
would be gained from the closing of the 
pipes would be lost. 

“The project’s largest and most signifi¬ 
cant adverse effect on marine life would 
result from its proposed use of an open 
intake,” reads a 2013 report by the CCC. 
“Poseidon’s initial proposal, from 1998, 
was to use cooling water discharged from 
the power plant’s existing open water 
intake. The advantages of that proposal 
have largely disappeared because of the 
SWRCB’s requirement that cooling water 
use be phased out and because of the 
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power plant’s plan to retire the use of cool¬ 
ing water through that intake by 2020.” 

In fact, the intake’s effects on the envi¬ 
ronment could actually get worse as marine 
life grows on the structures, clogging the 
pipe. Still unaddressed is how Poseidon 
would keep the intake and outtake clean 
after the AES plant stops using them at the 
end of 2018, when part of the company’s 
new, air-cooled energy project is scheduled 
to come online. Currently, AES runs hot 
water created by the power-generation 
process through the pipes for a few hours 
every month and a half to kill and wash 
away any marine life that may clog them. 
After 2018, Poseidon would have to find an 
alternative way to keep the lines clear. 

Without the ability to run hot water, 
Poseidon would have to resort to mechan¬ 
ical or chemical means, such as physi¬ 
cally scrubbing away the marine life or 
poisoning it using high concentrations of 
chemicals such as chlorine, copper, ozone 
or bromine. These methods could possi¬ 
bly pollute ocean water further, but since 
Poseidon has yet to pick a method, its 
potential environmental impacts cannot 
be studied. More important, because the 
pipes are so large, most of these methods 
wouldn’t even work. 

“Given the size of the Huntington Beach 
intake structure—about 14 feet in diameter 
and 1,500 feet long—these alternatives 
either do not appear feasible or would 
cause additional adverse effects that 
have not been addressed,” reads the CCC 
report, which notes that the pipes are too 
large for most cylindrical cleaning devices 
known as “pigs,” which are used to scrape 
sediment from the pipes. “Using chemical 
methods at Huntington Beach,” the report 
adds, “would require substantial ‘dosing’ 
to be effective in an intake of this size—the 
intake holds about 1.8 million gallons of 
seawater, which would require a substan¬ 
tial amount of chemicals to treat.” 

One possible way to mitigate this 
issue would be to switch to a system that 
draws water from reservoirs located 
under the sea floor, avoiding not only 
the need to clean the intake of marine 
life that would grow on the pipes, but 
also the vacuuming of much of the fish 
eggs and plankton. However, when this 
alternative was broached in a Nov. 13, 
2013, CCC meeting in Newport Beach, 
Poseidon balked at the concept, calling 
it an unfeasible “poison pill” that would 
completely derail the project due to its 
cost, which has yet to be determined. 

After nine hours’ worth of public 
comments, many of which came from 
supporters of environmental groups Sur- 
frider Foundation and Orange County 
Coastkeeper, and facing an obviously 
un-winnable vote, Poseidon withdrew its 
coastal development permit application 
at the 11th hour. Despite the posturing, 
however, the company has agreed to con¬ 
tinue working with the CCC to study the 
feasibility of proposed alternate intakes. 
The study is currently in the second phase 
and has identified two possible alterna¬ 
tives to the open water intake, though if 
these designs were adopted, they would 


add construction costs to the project and 
remove a major incentive to have the plant 
in Huntington Beach. 

“We oppose the project as designed,” 
says Ray Hiemstra, OC Coastkeeper’s asso¬ 
ciate director of programs. “We think they 
can and should use a subsurface intake and 
a spray brine diffuser. If that happened, 
it would remove most of our opposition. 
There’s still a concern about whether 
or not the water is needed, but if they’re 
goingto build it, they should build it right.” 

A part from environmental con¬ 
cerns, there’s another issue that 
has stuck with the plant since the 
beginning: the cost of the water. 
Water produced by the plant would be 
almost twice the price of water imported 
through the state water project, and the 
cost has only been climbing. In 2003, 
Poseidon estimated that its water would 
cost approximately $800 per acre-foot 
compared to $250 per acre-foot for other 
sources. That price has climbed to an 
estimated price of $1,850 per acre-foot 
in 2014, after accounting for a $250 per 
acre-foot financial incentive from the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern 
California (MWD), with the possibility 
of a 25-year incentive of up to $340 per 
acre-foot from the MWD, according to a 
January 2014 report by OCWD. Current 
treated water imported by the MWD costs 
$840 per acre-foot, for comparison. 

That’s before any additional monies 
associated with rising energy prices and 
unforeseen construction costs. (Part of the 
reason desalinated water is so expensive 
is the high energy rate of producing it, 
which account for between one-third and 
one-half of the cost.) 

Then there’s the fact that not many 
people need the water, especially where 
Poseidon wants to make it. North and 
Central Orange County is situated over an 
aquifer and only imports approximately 
30 percent of the water it uses. Negotia¬ 
tions between the MWDOC, which sells 
imported water from MWD to its 28 retail 
agency members, and Poseidon fell apart 
more than a year ago partially because 
of concerns over possible price increases 
and a lack of need. The water would make 
much more sense in South Orange County, 
where water districts import nearly 
90 percent of the water they use and a 
smaller-scale facility is being studied. 

T he part of Huntington Beach 
where the plant is proposed is 
an area of the city that could 
be pristine, if it weren’t for the 
already-high amounts of industrialization. 
In addition to the site of the proposed 
desalination plant, the neighborhood is 
also home to the aging AES power plant, 
the Ascon Nesi chemical dump (a federal 
Superfund site that absorbed much of 
the city’s oil-production waste from the 
1930s to the ’80s), and a disused Plains All 
American oil-storage-tank farm. 

All three of these locations have pos¬ 
sible major construction projects in the

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immediate future. AES wants to demolish 
the existing generating station to put up a 
new, more efficient power plant, as well as 
some surfboard themed decoration to make 
the site look less depressing. Cleanup of 
the toxic chemicals at the Ascon site may 
finally begin in 2017. Plains All American 
wants to demolish its unused oil-storage 
tanks and turn the area into an empty lot. 
While these projects are all at different 
stages of planning, there’s a fair chance they 
will overlap. And all of this is just across the 
street from several neighborhoods, Edison 
Park and Edison High School. 

“You have the clean-up of Ascon com¬ 
ing, you have the reconfiguration of AES 
coming up, [and] now you have the desali¬ 
nation plant,” says Merle Mosishiri, presi¬ 
dent of Residents for Responsible Desali¬ 
nation (R4RD), a citizens advocacy group 
that has been pushing back on the Posei¬ 
don project for years. “They’re all within 
a mile, a mile and a half of one another. Is 
there a chance all of these are going to be 
ready at the same time to start moving dirt 
around Southeast Huntington Beach?” 

R4RD argues that a cumulative impact 
report, which would chronicle exactly 
what would happen and how the projects 
would affect one another, should at least 
be completed. The overlap could be very 
real and very troublesome. Individual 
environmental-impact reports for the 
projects have thus far found little impact 
on the community from the stand-alone 
projects, but all acknowledge that if the 
projects were to happen at the same 
time, traffic around the area would be a 
nightmare. Trucks would make hundreds 
of trips transporting hydrocarbon-con¬ 
taminated dirt from demolished storage 
tanks, demolition scrap, and toxic waste 
from the Ascon site for months. Streets 
would also have to be torn up to install the 
necessary miles of pipeline and pumping 
stations that would be needed to transport 
the water through Huntington Beach and 
Costa Mesa to stations where it could 
enter the county water supply. 

I t’s rare to be able to see the results of a 
project before it even breaks ground, 
but with Poseidon’s proposed Hun¬ 
tington Beach plant, you need do no 
more than drive an hour south along Inter¬ 
state 5 to Carlsbad, getting off at the same 
exit that brings you to Legoland. Here, 
Poseidon has already broken ground on 
another desalination plant, nearly a twin of 
the one it’s proposing in Huntington Beach. 

This one also sits just across the street 
from the ocean, framed by palm trees, surf¬ 
ers and families. Above them towers three 
yellow construction cranes, laboring in tan¬ 
dem with hundreds of construction work¬ 
ers as they put together the complicated 
system that’ll remove the salt from the sea¬ 
water. Tall security fencing and barbed wire 
ring the entire site, with multiple security 
guards stationed around the entrances. The 


only part of the project that’s accessible to 
the public is the Agua Hedionda Lagoon, a 
body of salt water that owes its existence to 
the aging Encina Power Station, which uses 
the water for cooling. 

But since the plant opened in the ’50s, the 
lagoon’s usage has transitioned from purely 
industrial to a mix of industrial and recre¬ 
ational. People regularly fish there. There 
are wetlands with paths for walking, and 
if s home to an award-winning educational 
program for third-graders. If s also been 
designated a protected habitat for some of 
California’s vulnerable fish populations. 

It’s here, attached to the power plant’s 
aging intake system, that Poseidon is plan¬ 
ning to absorb the water necessary for its 
operations, and much like in Huntington 
Beach, the plan is keeping alive old hard¬ 
ware that had been scheduled to go offline 
by the end of 2017. 

There are some key differences, how¬ 
ever. The CCC allowed Poseidon to use 
the open-water intake in Carlsbad, but 
only after the company agreed to fund 
the creation of 66 acres of new coastal 
wetlands to offset the environmental dam¬ 
age caused by its operations. That cost 
the company $23 million in start-up and 
$250,000 in annual maintenance, costs 
that are made up through the money Pose¬ 
idon makes selling water to the county. 

San Diego County is also notoriously 
dry, importing upward of 90 percent of 
the water it uses. The Carlsbad plant 
would produce 50 million gallons per 
day, just like the Huntington Beach plant, 
but the water would cost between $2,014 
and $2,257 per acre-foot, with a guaran¬ 
teed return of between 9 percent and 13 
percent built into the rate, depending on 
operation costs. Construction is expected 
to finish sometime in early 2016, with the 
first batches of desalinated water deliv¬ 
ered soon after that. 

Poseidon’s opponents are trying to 
stall the Huntington Beach project long 
enough to see how the Carlsbad plant 
pans out, confident it’ll prove that Posei¬ 
don desalination is a bad idea. “I think 
they’re in desperation mode now,” says 
former Huntington Beach Mayor and Cal¬ 
ifornia Desalination Task Force Member 
Debbie Cook. “They need to get this done, 
and they need to get this done before San 
Diego comes online.” 

“We basically have the opportunity to 
beta test the project before we build it,” 
adds Dave Hamilton, vice president of 
R4RD. “Why wouldn’t you want to see 
how it turns out?” 

D espite all of the reasons for the 
project to be shelved, it’s still 
only one permit away from con¬ 
struction, thanks in part to the 
money spent by Poseidon to make itself 
look better. 

The company has commissioned mul¬ 
tiple public-opinion polls about desali¬ 
nated water that ask leading questions to 
uninformed voters. In the company’s most 
recent poll, released in September 2014, 

69 percent of those polled said they would 
support “a new, local source of high-qual- 
















ity drinking water” that “poses no risk 
for taxpayers.” Only 43 percent of those 
polled had even heard of the project. The 
results of that poll were reported by both 
the Orange County Register and Southern 
California Public Radio. 

That’s not all. At the beginning of 2013, 
Orange County’s state legislative delega¬ 
tion sent a letter to the CCC signed by 
Robert Huff, Lou Correa, Mimi Walters, 
Mark Wyland, Curt Hagman, Allan Man- 
soor, Sharon Quirk-Silva, Don Wagner, 
Tom Daly, Travis Allen and Diane Harkey 
in bipartisan support of the project. The 
majority of the politicians who signed 
the letter had received donations from 
Poseidon. Of the 11 politicians, only Hag- 
man and Quirk-Silva had not received 
campaign contributions. The others had 
received donations ranging from $500 to 
$4,000 since 2005. 

Then there are the thousands of dollars 
Poseidon has spent on local races to get pro¬ 
desalination candidates onto water boards 
and city councils or to curry favor with 
existing politicos. In 2012, the company con¬ 
tributed $750 to Mesa Water District Direc¬ 
tor James Fisler, $1,000 to MWDOC Direc¬ 
tor Jeff Thomas, $250 to OCWD Director 
Denis Bilodeau, $249 to Costa Mesa City 
Councilman Gary Monahan, $250 to Hun¬ 
tington Beach City Councilwoman Barbara 
Delgleize, $500 to Anaheim City Council¬ 
man Jordan Brandman, and $50,000 to 
various political-action committees. 

In 2014, the company’s donations bal¬ 
looned, totaling more than $9,000 to 15 


different Orange County politicians and 
water board members including MWDOC 
Director Larry Dick, MWDOC Direc¬ 
tor Brett Barbre, Mesa Water Director 
Jim Atkinson, and Huntington Beach 
City Councilmen Mike Posey and Bill 
O’Connell. Then there’s the $1.1 million 
Poseidon has spent since 2001 on its 
own Sacramento lobbyists, who’ve been 
targeting both the Legislature and the 


SWRCB in an effort to influence amend¬ 
ments to the state ocean plan. The current 
staff-recommended amendment would 
prioritize subsurface intakes over surface 
intakes, but it would allow desalination 
plants to use surface intakes if subsurface 
systems were unfeasible or too expensive. 

D espite what Poseidon claims about 
the need for desalination, there are 
alternatives available, and accord¬ 
ing to MWDOC’s own estimates, 
Orange County has enough water to sustain 
itself through 2035 without adding addi¬ 
tional water sources, and there are cheaper 
sources of water that can be tapped into 


before approaching desalination. 

As always, there is increased conserva¬ 
tion outreach. While Orange County has 
reduced its water usage admirably over 
the past few years, parts of Orange County 
are still using an inordinate amount of 
water. The biggest offenders are the people 
who live in the Serrano Water District, 
the water authority that serves Villa Park; 
they use more than six times the amount 


of water per person than the city of Santa 
Ana. If everyone in Orange County used 
water at a rate equal to Santa Ana, the 
county would save nearly 100,000 acre-feet 
of water per year, eclipsing the water that 
would be produced by a desalination plant. 

Then there’s the crown jewel of the 
Orange County water system, the Ground- 
water Recharge System. The system takes 
waste water from the Orange County 
Sanitation District and purifies it to levels 
cleaner than standard tap water. It uses very 
similar technology to the desalination plant, 
but it provides water at about one-third the 
cost. The recharge system currently sup¬ 
plies Orange County with 70,000 acre-feet 


of water per year, already more water than 
the desalination plant. By the end of the 
year, it will be expanded to provide 100,000 
acre-feet and can be expanded further still 
to about 130,000 acre-feet in 2035, accord¬ 
ing to OCWD projections. 

Finally, there’s the possible capture of 
more storm-water runoff. Currently, half 
of the storm water in Southern California 
is lost to the ocean. A working group of 
Southern California counties estimates 
that nearly 400,000 acre-feet per year 
could be added to the water supply 
through a storm-water capture project, 
though additional study is required. 

Is the Poseidon plant really necessary? 
Do we really want to be stuck with a proj¬ 
ect we might not need, that we would still 
have to pay for even if we didn’t use it? 
And does it really need to be in Hunting- 
ton Beach, a city that honestly should’ve 
let go of its industrial past when Chevron 
moved out in the 1990s? 

“The interesting thing is there are 
only a few places where there are water 
intakes, and that doesn’t really even mat¬ 
ter anymore because now they’re illegal 
[for power plants],” Mosishiri says. 

“That’s what they originally tried to 
do,” Hamilton adds. “They wanted to pig¬ 
gyback on AES because AES had water 
coming in for cooling, but the reason for 
this plant to be located next to this electri¬ 
cal company has disappeared.” 

It’s about time the entire project disap¬ 
peared, too.

Peruvian Reloaded 

La Pollada Peruvian Grill picks up where Nory’s of Anaheim left off

T welve years ago, if you 

searched online for Peruvian 
restaurants in Anaheim, you 
wouldn’t have haunted Yelp 
but rather the old Chowhound message 
boards, where posters debated the merits 
of Nory’s and El Polio Inka. The discus¬ 
sions revolved around whose aji sauce had 
more kick and which kitchen produced 
the most consistent saltado. The Peru¬ 
vian restaurant you ultimately picked 
depended on which Chowhound poster 
was more convincing. I was firmly in the 
El Polio Inka camp, even as it broke off 
from the original South Bay-based chain 
and started calling itself Inka Anaheim. 
But I liked Nory’s, too. They were both on 
Euclid Street, within two blocks of each 
other, competing like old fogeys playing 
chess in the park. Alas, 12 years is a life¬ 
time for a restaurant. Inka Anaheim shut¬ 
tered a while ago. Then, last year, Nory’s 
also bit the dust, along with the legendary 
El Misti Picanteria Arequipena. 

Now the space that used to be Nory’s 
has risen again as La Pollada Peruvian 
Grill. I don’t remember Nory’s much, 
but La Pollada has seemingly pushed the 
reset button on Anaheim’s once-nascent 
Peruvian scene. For now, La Pollada 
is stripped down to the essentials. No 
barrier exists between the staging area 
and the dining room. Save for a few tiny 
tchotchkes and a small token photograph 
of Machu Picchu, nothing else hangs on 
the walls. Go on a Saturday night, and 
the television mounted at the back is 
tuned to Sabado Gigante with the sound 
turned off. For music, a muscular boom¬ 
box plays cumbias. 

The most important sound comes from 
the unseen kitchen. It’s the clang of woks, 


the clamor of steel-on-steel, the sizzle of 
something being quickly seared over a 
high-BTU burner. These would be their 
saltados, the beautiful bastard child of 
Chinese technique and Incan ingredients 
consisting of meat, red onions, tomato 
wedges, cilantro and crispy French fries 
all wok-tossed with garlic, soy sauce and 
a whiff of cumin. It’s what everyone who 
comes to La Pollada orders the first time 
around, and you should, too. La Pollada’s 
saltado possesses the requisite smoky 
wok imprint and comes served with a 
scrumptious dome of steamed rice redo¬ 
lent of chicken. The saltado exists in only 
two varieties here: either with strips of 
steak, or with chicken for a dollar less. 
Both are part of a current special that 
tops out at $9.50 and includes a bowl of 
homemade aguadito, a rice-and-chicken 
soup flavored with pulverized cilantro 
that’s worth the sticker price. 

Also on special right now: tallarines 
that feature linguine stir-fried with the 
saltado ingredients, coated in the same 
wok-forged alchemy that transforms the 
warmth of cumin and the umami of soy 
sauce into the best chow mein you’ve 
never had. The tallarines are, by the way, 
the most popular dish at La Pollada. You 
see table after table of people twirling 
the noodles up with a fork as though 
it were Saturday-night spaghetti at the 
Olive Garden. The dish is even more in 
demand than the pollada, the restau¬ 
rant’s signature $6.99 plate of a flattened 
chicken filet brushed with a spicy glaze 
akin to enchilada red sauce and served 
with rice, a shredded lettuce salad and 
the cheese-sauce-smothered boiled pota¬ 
toes the Peruvians call papa huancaina. 

In fact, it’s rare for anyone to flip the 


single sheet menu and explore the regu¬ 
larly priced entrees on the other side. 

But you must. The chaufa here—Chinese 
fried rice as seen through a Peruvian 
lens—is wonderful. Interlaced with 
egg and cooked with either chicken 
or seafood, the rice exists as fried rice 
always should: each grain separate and 
slicked with flavor but never oily. One 
order of chaufa easily feeds two, but 
so do the soups. Between the chupe de 
camarones and the parihuela, choose 
the chupe, a concoction that eats like at 
least three meals because it includes rice, 
large chewy kernels of choclo, about 20 
shrimp, and a whole egg cracked into it. 
It’s all drowned in a thick, orange-hued 
broth made by extracting all the sweet 
goodness of the shells and enriching it 
with milk and cheese. Though the con¬ 
sistency lies somewhere between Thai 
tom kha gai and lobster bisque, this soup 
is all Peruvian. 

Save the bistec a lo pobre, a massive 
plate of fries, rice, fried plantains and a 
butter-soft garlic-marinated steak for 
your third visit. Then try the exceed¬ 
ing great ceviche de pescado that comes 
with a whole fried yucca, log and a hunk 
of sweet potato on your fourth trip. For 
your fifth trek, bring at least four friends 
to help you scale the jalea, an Andean 
mountain range of fried seafood. Then, 
tell them, as I told mine, that there was 
once a great Peruvian restaurant legacy 
here on Euclid Street, and it begins again 
here, with La Pollada.

I guess I can talk about the other, non- 
breakfast-burrito entrees at Nick's 
Deli II. The hot pastrami sandwich, for 
instance, is a beautiful pile of meat 
buttressed between slabs of rye. The 
nachos are massive. The soda case is 
stocked with rarities. Urn... there's sal¬ 
ads and wings and stuff. 

Ah, forget the charade. If you hear 
Nick's Deli, you think of the most famous 
breakfast burrito in Orange County, one 
with such a cult following that owner Nick 
Zampino opened this outpost just up Seal 
Beach/Los Alamitos Boulevard from the 
original Seal Beach stand some years back 
and still racks up lines. The mothership 
attracts the tourists and crazy Yelp kids 
who want to try the basic breakfast burrito; 
the Los Al spot is more of a neighborhood 
secret, one frequented mostly by locals 
who don't mind that the view from outside 
isn't Seal Beach's charming downtown, but 
rather a particularly ugly shopping plaza. 

In fact, I hadn't visited Nick's Deli II 
until recently, given I kinda like a breakfast 
burrito with the beach. But Nick's Deli II 
deserves love, too, and it's all about that 
cylindrical. Although I don'tthink it's the best 
breakfast burrito in Orange County (that 
honor remains with Athenian Burgers II), 
it's nevertheless an epic one: gargantuan, 
a perfectly cooked tortilla stretched to its 
capacity holding in silky eggs, crunchy 
potatoes, bold chorizo, rivets of melted 
cheese and bacon bits judiciously tucked 
inside to add an umami blast when you 
need it most. The cooks wrap it twice, in 
two types of butcher pa per, the better to 
ensure the burrito doesn't explode (although 
its construction is as sturdy as that of the 
Great Pyramid of Giza). It's as great in the 
morning as it is at lunch or at dinnerto 
guard yourself from a night of boozing. Even 
the salsa, which ain'tthathot, is just right for 
this star: piquant, relishy, genius. 

Other burritos at Nick's also shine, 
grand ones such as those made with 
Italian sausage or a straightforward 
carnitastake. But if you're traveling all 
the way to Los Alamitos, might as well 
get the classic—not doing so is as dumb 
as the Angels signing Josh Hamilton.

Potato tacos at Taqueria El Zamorano 


I t’s Lent for us papists, which means 
meatless Fridays. And while th egaba- 
cho Catholic ritual of fish frys is good, 
far better is what we Mexicans cook: 
capirotada and arroz de leche for dessert; 
chile rellenos floating in potato soup for 
breakfast; and the small miracle called tor- 
tas de camarones that finds shrimp powder 
transformed into the shape of tater tots and 
dunked in a cactus-chile broth. 

Taquerias also get into the mix, which 
is where Taqueria El Zamorano comes in. 
For the duration of the holy season, the 
kitchen is cooking glorious potato tacos, 
all about the crunch and silky papas. I 
usually prefer the customary repollo and

crema inside the shell, but El Zamorano 
goes for an artistic touch by placing them 
on top of the tacos, accentuating the 
freshness of the cabbage and spiciness of 
the salsa.

Easter’s not that far away, and that’s 
when Mexicans return to the carnivorous 
cabrones we are.

I like my beer how I like my men: tall, dark and 
handsome. For me, lighter-colored beers 
literally pale in comparison to the full-bodied, 
complex flavor experience offered by porters 
and stouts. I especially enjoy dark beers that 
integrate coffee grounds into their brews. Judg¬ 
ing by label alone, then, Lagunitas Cappuccino 
Stout had already checked off all my dark-beer 
boxes when I saw it on display at Total Wine and 
More. What I found, though, was a beer that 
even pale ale zealots could love. 

THE DRINK 

The stout tastes like summers spent around a 
campfire, despite the beer only being available 
January through March. The immediate smell 
of coffee and dark chocolate is inviting, just as 
that of coffee beans in the morning. While the 
bitterness of coffee is clearly at the base of the 
drink, like a cappuccino, a creamy sweetness 
subdues it. Instead of pure coffee, chocolate 


notes and a strong, 
toasted-marshmal- 
low flavor comes 
through. Essentially, 
its like drinking a 
s'more with the perk 
of a 9.2 percent ABV. 

Beware drinking 
it ice-cold, though. 

To get that nostalgic 
campfire experi¬ 
ence, you have to 
drink Lagunitas 
Cappuccino Stout 
closer to room tem¬ 
perature. Unlike Bud 
Light and its cheap beer ilk, many dark beers 
truly taste better warmer. While cheap beers 
are served ice-cold to mask their lack of flavor 
and go down your gullet more easily after the 
ping-pong ball lands in your cup, the good 
people at Lagunitas packed their brew kettles 
with fresh coffee grounds so you could savor 
the stout. So savor the stout!

A new Cinderella is sumptuous—and fearless

T here's no empowerment mes¬ 
sage embedded in Kenneth 
Branagh’s Cinderella, no “Girls 
can do anything!” cheerleader 
vibe. That’s why it’s wonderful. This is a 
straight, no-chaser fairy story, a picture 
to be downed with pleasure. It worries 
little about sending the wrong message 
and instead trusts us to decode its politics, 
sexual and otherwise, on our own. And 
face it: Kids have been left on their own to 
decode the politics of fairy tales for centu¬ 
ries. Like all of Branagh’s films, even some 
of the bad ones, Cinderella is practically 
Wagnerian in its ambitions—it’s so swag¬ 
gering in its confidence that at times it 
almost commands us to like it. But it’s also 
unexpectedly delicate in all the right ways 
and uncompromisingly beautiful to look at. 
This bold, rococo Cinderella is not for the 
weak, which is to say, it’s perfectly okay for 
kids. It’s adults, conditioned into anxiety 
overdrive when it comes to suitable hero¬ 
ines for the kinder, who may hold back. 

But what you’ll miss if you do! Lily 
James (of Downton Abbey) plays the Ella 
of the title. The “Cinder” prefix comes 
later, but we first see her (at this point 
played by Eloise Webb) as a sunny little 
girl living an enchanted childhood in 
some sort of fantasy Euro-England, a 
world of cozy-elegant country estates, 
walls adorned with muted golden curli¬ 
cues and faux Watteaus. This idyll, as we 
know, is short-lived: Ella’s mother (Hay- 
ley Atwell) dies from a sudden illness, 


and her father (Ben Chaplin) remarries, 
badly. Ella’s stepmother, Cate Blanchett’s 
Lady Tremaine, makes her entrance in a 
sweeping gown of acid yellow and black, 
part antebellum hussy, part Gale Son- 
dergaard dragon lady, her eyes glittering 
behind a veil of femme-fatale netting. 

Her two buxom, chattering daughters 
(Holliday Grainger and Sophie McShera) 
follow closely behind, wafting on clouds 
of mean-girl perfume. When Ella makes 
an awkwardly polite attempt to address 
her father’s new wife, she’s cut off with 
an icy lizard smile: “No need to call me 
‘Stepmother’—‘Madame’ will do.” 

Then the worst happens. But even 
after she’s forced into menial servitude, 
Cinderella never loses her good cheer. As 
the primrose-radiant James plays her, she 
never comes off as a simp, maybe thanks, 
in part, to James’ sturdy, storm-cloud eye¬ 
brows: She’s a princess with presence. No 
wonder the mice of the household adore 
her—they chatter their thanks as she 
upends a teacup to make a dinner table 
for them. Nor is it any wonder that, as 
Cinderella rides her exquisitely dappled 
gray horse through the local woods, the 
Prince known as Charming sees her and 
falls instantly in love. He’s played by the 
almost comically handsome Richard 
Madden, whose ultra-blue eyes may be 
CGI-enhanced, but who cares? His whole 
persona is an embodiment of Ingrid Berg¬ 
man’s laughing retort, in Saratoga Trunk, 
when an admirer tells her how beautiful 


she is: “Yes, isn’t it lucky?” 

This Cinderella has been touted as a 
live-action rendering of Disney’s 1950 
animated version, and though it roughly 
follows the original’s contours, writer 
Chris Weitz gives it some extra emotional 
dimension. This is the first Cinderella I 
can think of in which the prince, rather 
than just being a handsome rescuer, is a 
thoughtful young man confounded by sor¬ 
rows and challenges of his own and just as 
susceptible to loss as his poor, orphaned 
future bride is. (Madden’s Prince has a 
stunning scene with Branagh favorite 
Derek Jacobi as his father, the King—it’s 
a moment of father-son affection that’s 
Shakespearean in its scope and texture.) 
And say what you will about Branagh’s 
notorious ego: When he makes a movie, 
he makes a movie, a grand marvel of visual 
details and gestures that laughs haughtily 
at the idea of being watched at home on a 
TV screen, let alone an iPhone. 

As shot by Haris Zambarloukos, Cinder¬ 
ella has some of the lavish visual madness 
of one of my favorite Branagh films, the 
little-seen 2006 Magic Flute. Here, Dante 
Ferretti’s production design—including 
an opulent golden-filigree coach that 
springs from a humble pumpkin, courtesy 
of dipsy-doodle fairy godmother Helena 
Bonham Carter—is like a treasure box in 
motion. And Sandy Powell’s costumes 
are an intentionally, joyfully anachronis¬ 
tic mix: Blanchett’s exquisitely devious 
performance is only made better by the 


assortment of killer ’40s and ’50s costume 
jewelry she gets to wear, a garden of leafy 
gilt collars and necklaces set with multi¬ 
colored rhinestones the size of walnuts. 

As with all Disney films, Cinderella 
does have a message, and the fact that it’s 
repeated about 18 times shouldn’t be held 
against it. On her deathbed, Cinderella’s 
mother urges her daughter to “have cour¬ 
age and be kind.” If fairy-tale movies need 
to have messages at all, is this such a bad 
one? Particularly considering it’s an idea 
that opens out into the greater world, 
instead of merely turning the mirror 
inward toward that tricky sense of being 
so blithely known as self-esteem? Little 
girls today, the thinking so often goes, 
need to be told repeatedly that they’re 
smart and beautiful and can do anything 
boys can. My own parents, the typically 
distracted variety so common in the 1950s 
and ’60s, never thought to say to me, 

‘You can be or do anything you want!” 

If they had, I’d have immediately been 
suspicious—“There’s obviously a very slim 
chance that I can be or do anything I want, 
or they wouldn’t be making such a big 
deal about it.” There are benefits to being 
left alone to figure things out.

The F Word 

Chapman University’s Guggenheim Gallery revisits a feminist art collective

A t the entrance to Chapman 
University Guggenheim Gal¬ 
lery’s “XX Redux: revisiting 
a feminist art collective/’ 
husband-and-wife artists Jackson Pollock 
and Lee Krasner gaze at each other over 
a bouquet of daisies. A line at the bot¬ 
tom tells us, “She might have 
had a 50/50 chance of being 
represented by D’Amico Gal¬ 
lery.” Part of (En) Gendered 
(In)Equality: The Gallery Tally 
Poster Project, that poster 
(and the others tacked up 
throughout) detail the miser¬ 
able percentage of artwork by 
women displayed at contem¬ 
porary art galleries through¬ 
out the country. 

Begun by artist Micol 
Hebron and crowd-sourced 
to any artists interested in 
making one, the project was 
inspired by the work of art 
collective Double X, who first 
brought attention to the dis¬ 
parity in the 1970s. Founded 
on a philosophy of personal 
experience and humanism, 

Double X created art, wrote 
about it, funded the work of 
women artists—including 
women of color when it was 
unusual to do so—and, to their 
credit, produced exhibitions of 
work by women who were not 
members. Having disappeared 
into the ether of art history 
organizer and former member 
Nancy Buchanan remedies 
that slight, gathering together 
an exhibition of recent artwork by past 
members, adding the work of young 
women artists influenced by the group to 
show how the struggle continues. 

To the right of the entrance is Vanalyne 
Green’s brilliant I’m still a Feminist, with the 
artist sitting, leaning into the camera and 
repeating the titular line for a concise minute 
and 37 seconds. Even when she stops, walks 
away and leaves us gazing at her empty chair, 
we can still hear her in our heads. 

Faith Wilding celebrates her 71 years 
with a snaky line of watercolors, 71 Leaves. 
The delicacy of the pictures—vellum 
paper, unframed—reinforces the short, 
delicate life we (and the leaves) have 
in common, although the template for 
the drawings seems to be a vaginal blot. 
There’s more vulva imagery in Hebron’s 
riff on Frank Stella’s Black Paintings, her 
glittery white stripes on black drawing 
our eyes to the outlines of fleshy pink 
labia taken from a feminist coloring book. 


Likewise, Audrey Chan’s photographic 
documentation Walk of Cunts (Study 
After Judy Chicago) has her donning a 
poorly permed wig and wretched ’70s 
fashions, then posing as the iconic artist 
while chalking colorful vaginas on Hol¬ 
lywood sidewalks, the iconic Chicago 


gamely sharing the space with her for 
several pictures. 

Jan Lester Martin’s carefully constructed 
collages of women from decades past are 
perfect gems of the medium: a paint can 
serves as an eyeball, a sliced orange for the 
other, the churning white icing of a cake a 
luxurious hairdo from the ’50s or ’60s; her 
corn-on-the-cob border of Bushel St a Peck 
a marvel of kitsch in both its execution and 
source material. In contrast, Nancy Web¬ 
ber’s India-themed collages feel unimagi¬ 
native and artistically stingy 

Informed by childhood memories, 
Mayde Herberg’s Birdcage photographs 
portray the artist peering inside cages she 
has dressed with props: a wedding-cake- 
topper bride and groom, two eggs (one in 
a tiny chair), a toy doll, and a high chair. 
She’s not imprisoned by these scenarios, 
but an outsider gazing at a fate she has 
avoided. Diane Calder’s Looking Out 
series of photos are unassuming, perfectly 


framed photos of life outside a museum’s 
four walls, asking, “Why focus on the art 
inside when it’s all a boy’s club, anyway?” 

I don’t get the similarities that Rachel 
Youdelman sees between Judge Judy 
defendants and classical faces from Cara¬ 
vaggio or Bosch, her source material mak¬ 
ing the entire thing seem 
more like a colossal put-on 
than anything important. 

Putting a teeth-baring 
spin on the word bitch, 
former performance artist 
Rachel Rosenthal describes 
her paintings of dogs as 
self-portraits, reclaiming a 
demeaning term as some¬ 
thing snarling, fierce and 
more than willing to bury 
its fangs in whatever fist is 
raised in its direction. Even 
the tiny orange raincoat on 
one of them seems like a 
safety vest designed to warn 
others away. 

Nancy Youdelman’s 
sculptures are magnificent 
works, especially her bronze 
of a young girl’s dress as 
a collector of memories, 
festooned with buttons, 
strands of pearls and old 
photographs of a girl and 
her dog, the weight of the 
sculpture implying the 
burden of those memories. 
Framed in a pale Ikea-style 
display box, Pin Bra #2’s 
brassiere, every inch of 
fabric studded with straight 
pins, is literally lacerating. 

The question remains, however: Forty 
years after Double X’s closing, do we still 
need a reminder that the personal can be 
art? Or is that a naive utopianism mired 
in nostalgia? Should a male reviewer 
even be asking the question? As long as 
there are still “discussions” about rape 
creating beautiful children, cunt is tossed 
around as something derogatory, or 
feminist is considered an insult, women 
artists young and old still need to hear 
they’re valued and necessary. Now more 
than ever.

Bringing Back the 
Old-School 

Shae Fitzgerald heads the iconic HB Tattoo 


H B Tattoo might not be for 

everyone, but manager Shae 
Fitzgerald is all right with 
that. 

“Fve known about it since I was like 8 
or 9, when my mom came here to get her 
nipples pierced,” Fitzgerald says. “Obvi¬ 
ously, these days, [HB Tattoo] is more of 
a customer-service kind of deal instead of 
the old-school clubhouse feel, but we still 
keep some of the old things.” 

For Fitzgerald, 27, that “old-school feel” 
means retaining a bit of the grittiness that 
existed in the tattooing world when he 
was growingup. He’s looking to capture 
the vibe before the TV shows and celebri¬ 
ties brought it to soccer moms and school¬ 
teachers. For the 22-year-old HB Tattoo, 
that means porno magazines in the bath¬ 
rooms—and definitely no children allowed. 

“We get parents who come in here 
and want us to tattoo their kids who are 
under 18, and that’s not going to happen,” 
Fitzgerald says. “That’s so weird to me. 
When I was under 18 and doing stupid 
shit, my parents didn’t know about it, or 
they definitely weren’t involved in it.” 

Of course, Fitzgerald’s tattooing career 
may not have ever gotten started if it 
weren’t for his mom. “When I was about 
15, my mom sold dope out of our place. So 
these dudes from prison would come in, 
and they’d have these old-school prison 
tats. I thought that was the raddest shit 
I’d ever seen,” Fitzgerald recalls. “I would 
go to this old, scummy-ass dude and get 
shitty tattoos out of his apartment when I 
was 15.1 got in huge trouble from my par¬ 
ents, but he really taught me a lot because 
he showed me what not to do. I realized 
that he never did anything girly or out¬ 
side of what he really wanted to do, and 
I knew he must be losing money because 
of that.” 

After turning 18, Fitzgerald began 
tattooing to support his band’s touring 
schedule. After years of “living on the cusp 
of [his] dick” and a stint in jail, Fitzgerald 
decided to establish himself in OC’s tattoo-

ing scene by teaming up with his brother 
to open an ill-fated shop in Garden Grove. 
“It was a learning experience,” he admits. 
“We just didn’t see eye-to-eye on a lot of 
things. For three years straight, we were 
just working seven days a week and stay¬ 
ing in the shop until 4 a.m., drinking and 
shit. My girl was pregnant at the time, and 
the shop just wasn’t working out.” 

After he left Garden Grove, Fitzgerald 
learned that HB Tattoo was looking for a 
new crew. “It’s been such a crazy, gnarly, 
rocky road to get to where we are now,” 
Fitzgerald says. “Going to jail, having a 
baby—it was all just a part of growing up. 
Being here [at HB Tattoo] is awesome. 

The crew here now, we’re all trans¬ 
plants from all over OC. It’s a shop full of 
underdogs. We’re not wearing sunglasses 
indoors or anything like that; it still feels 
like an old-school tattoo shop.” 

OC WEEKLY; Can you describe what it’s 
like to be a tattoo artist for someone who’s 
never done it before? 

SHAE FITZGERALD: It’s like that little girl 
from Virginia who wants to go to Hol¬ 
lywood to be a famous movie star. There 
are no rules. There are no guarantees. You 
might end up a huge movie star, or you 
might end up doing porn—you just don’t 
know what’s going to happen. You have to 
just plant your feet and go. I got my face 
and my hands tattooed because I knew I 
wanted to commit to it. I didn’t want to be 
able to pussy out. Oh, and you’ll probably 
be working every day until you die.

Playing the Field 

Orange County Music League prove that local music is a team sport

O n a recent Tuesday night, the 
basement entrance of the Cop¬ 
per Door hums with the noisy 
bricolage of a bar gig. The loud 
crack of pool balls scattering on green felt 
mingles with the buzz of drunk conversa¬ 
tions, alt-rock blaring through the house 
speakers, and the tightening twang of 
tuning guitars. Sporting a white Stetson 
typically worn by 51-year-old MILFs at 
Stagecoach, the singer of a local country 
band checks the mic. A country night— 
especially one with a friendly, enthusiastic 
crowd—feels a bit unusual for downtown 
Santa Ana, but the bar is bustling with 
fans and weekday regulars before the gig 
has even started. 

As the crowd builds, three guys sipping 
beers in matching backward black-and- 
orange ball caps are huddled around a 
laptop. OCML is printed across each one 
in bold orange lettering. Focused on the 
glowing screen, members of the Orange 
County Music League put the finishing 
touches on the set times for tonight and 
many nights afterward on their increas¬ 
ingly busy calendar of weekly shows 
throughout OC. Whether pushing reggae, 
rock, metal, hip-hop or country, every 
OCML show is required to be free to the 
public and reliably curated. Most impor¬ 
tant, bands are never charged for the plea¬ 
sure of playing. 

“All these bands have to sell tickets to 
make the venue owner or the promoter 
money, and he’s not promoting them,” 
says John Safari, OCML president and co¬ 
founder. “So the good bands aren’t signing 
up for that, and the bad bands are because 
they can’t get any other shows with good 
promoters because there aren’t enough 
good promoters.” 

Pay-to-play gigs are definitely the 
scourge of any local music scene. And in 
Orange County, if you’re willing to trade 
a 30-minute set time for a fat wad of 
ticket money (and your dignity), there’s a 
promoter out there willing to work with 
you. OC’s anemic list of local venues and 
endless supply of janky show salesmen 
enables a stream of naive bands and their 
dutiful fans to get suckered. We often 
hear stories about bands that manage to 
hustle each of their 50 friends for $10 on 
a 75-ticket quota—and are still required to 
pay out the rest before they can plug in. 
So-called headliners wind up playing to 
empty rooms when fans who only paid to 
see their friend’s band decide to jet before 
10 p.m. However, the group at OCML 
have spent the past two years fighting 
against pay-to-play’s greedy perversion of 
the local scene. 

“I’m not even a fan of the phrase ‘sup¬ 


port local music,”’ says OCML member and 
singer/songwriter Chad Martini. “Rather 
than enjoying the actual night, it’s like, T 
guess we’ll support this guy.’ I’d rather say, 
We’re here to enjoy local music.’” 


Safari and Kevin Martin co-founded 
the OCML collective in 2013. At the 
time, Safari was developing a local cloth¬ 
ing company and throwing shows with 
his company, G&B Productions. He met 
Martin at the first show he threw, at the 
Tiki Bar in Costa Mesa. Martin, who 
started the annual DIY festival called 
Bradstock in Lake Elsinore, helped him 
run the show that night. Eventually, he 
and his company, Pedropalooza Produc¬ 
tions, joined forces with Safari. The crew 
has now expanded to 15 members. It has 
teamed up with like-minded promoters 
such as Gig Boss, Twisted Soul Entertain¬ 
ment and Slater Alligator to co-host free 
events. The idea, Martin says, is mutually 
beneficial and helps the long-term suc¬ 
cess of the scene. 

“We should be competing together 
because if more people come to our 
shows, then more people are gonna come 
to your shows, and vice versa,” he says. 

Gradually, OCML has been able to lock 
in several regular shows including those 
at the Copper Door (DOWN Tuesdays), 
Hogue Barmichaels in Newport Beach, the 


Karman Bar in Laguna Niguel and Ana¬ 
heim’s revived roadhouse the Doll Hut. 

As Safari and Martin’s mission to cre¬ 
ate quality, low-cost shows continues, 
plenty of local artists have started to take 


note. One of them was Martini, who was 
booked on an OCML show and began 
popping up at every gig they threw, 
whether he was playing or not. If a band 
couldn’t make it that night, he was right 
there to fill their slot. 

“I’d bring my guitar in my car just in 
case one of their acts bailed,” Martini says. 
“And so they just said, ‘Why don’t you just 
be part of the team?”’ 

Martini agreed without giving it much 
thought, but he says he hasn’t regretted it. 
The sames goes for other members/art¬ 
ists, including Jennalyn Alzono and Erica 
Torres of local band Golly Gee Whiz and 
OC singer Erin Mendoza. Other key mem¬ 
bers are creative designer David Martinez 
and Nolan Davis, whose company, RAD 
Music, handles the OCML’s CD samplers, 
which feature many of the artists it works 
with. The next compilation, due out this 
spring, includes tracks from the Origi- 
nalites, the Alienated, Bristol to Memory, 
Hemorrhage, among others. 

This summer, Safari and company are 
heading on tour with several of their affili¬ 
ated artists to personally deliver compila¬ 


tions to 22 stores on the West Coast, trav¬ 
eling from Washington to Arizona. 

“We’ll have the record stores promote 
it because we’re dropping off the sampler, 
which will also make people look for the 


sampler the next time it goes out,” Safari 
says. “You gotta get back to meeting your 
fans; they’re way more inclined to follow 
you if they know you.” 

Of course, spreading the word to artists 
here who’ve been burned by pay-to-play 
or just not actively participating in the 
music scene takes up most of their time. 
Building a community requires other art¬ 
ists to get on board, to show up at concerts 
when they’re not playing, and to promote 
OCML shows on social media whenever 
possible. Nurturing the community aspect 
of every show and focusing on making 
shows that supply fun over financial gain 
is vital for a group such as OCML to suc¬ 
ceed. But even though having a league is 
important, it doesn’t mean anything if you 
don’t have the right players on the field to 
achieve the ultimate goal of a good time. 

“That’s the whole reason we do it,” 
Safari says. “So people can have fun and 
the bands can get fans and have a good 
time. So if that happens, the money is 
really not that important, which really 
separates us from most promoters.”

The return and farewell of Killer Pussy

+ + 1BH don’t really want to be sing- 
I ing these songs when I’m 60,” 
I says Lucy LaMode, who’s just 
seven years shy of that mile¬ 
marking age. "I’m not the Rolling Stones, 
and it’s not the way I make a living. But I’m 
still pretty slim. I figure I better play some 
shows before things change.” 

Back in 1980, LaMode, then slamming 
her way through the Phoenix punk scene, 
would have laughed at the thought of 
being a 53-year-old mother of two boys 
and still fronting a band named Killer 
Pussy, singing about herpes and dildos 
and masturbation and—perhaps on the 
menu at a hipster food truck near you— 
pepperoni ice cream. 

And yet, she is in the midst of one last 
road trip before retiring Killer Pussy for¬ 
ever, stopping Sunday in Santa Ana, part 
of the band’s first California shows since 
the ’80s. 

In the summer of1982, they broke out big 
on KROQ with “Teenage Enema Nurses in 
Bondage,” which for a spell was the station’s 
second most-requested song. A slice of the 
era’s twitchy, keyboard-overdosed new wave, 
if s part satire on the travails of the work¬ 
ing class (“They told me stick the nozzle 
in, there’s really nothing to it/if s not a very 
pretty job, but someone’s got to do if’), part 
pogo-till-your-pants-drop party anthem. 

At the time, Barry Goldwater country may 
not have been the best place for an in-your- 
face band with a controversial moniker and 
a penchant for provocation. ‘We were lucky 
they would put our name in the newspaper,” 
says LaMode. “It was difficult to get our 
name out, but we still got articles written 
about us. And I was a bit outrageous onstage, 
but I was always fully clothed. I was never 
some girl in a stripper outfit bending over and 
showing the cooch or anything. I was just a 
normal, innocent child singing crazy songs!” 

The band released one album, Bikini Wax, 
and continued to play shows throughout the 
decade before fading away in the early ’90s. 


Still, Killer Pussy left some pop-culturally 
significant claw marks, if you remember 
seeing Slash wearing Killer Pussy T-shirts, 
or the Killer Pussy poster in background 
scenes of the old CBS sitcom Square Pegs, 
or when the band and “Teenage Enema” 
were name-dropped in Bret Easton Ellis’ 
Less Than Zero, or the painting of the band 
Dennis Hopper did that LaMode didn’t even 
know about until a friend told her, a painting 
that may or may not currently be owned by 
Julian Schnabel. 

Ultimately, Killer Pussy’s impact was 
enough to land them at a respectable No. 

17 on an Arizona Republic list of the 100 top 
Grand Canyon State rock bands of all time. 

LaMode, who these days lives in Aus¬ 
tin, Texas, decided to do this last Killer 
Pussy go-round because of incessant 
prompting from friends and fans. A final 
gig in Phoenix will happen this spring. 

“On Facebook, everybody wants me to 
come here and there, but if s just not pos¬ 
sible—if s too expensive,” she explains. “I’m 
not even bringing my whole stage set with 
me for this tour; I just can’t afford it. But we’ll 
still put on a great show, no matter what.” 

One last question that needs asking: How 
have her boys been affected by their mom’s 
glorious rock & roll past? LaMode chuckles. 

“They’re 24 and 17, and they know I’ve 
been in a band forever,” she says. “They’ve 
never been to the shows, but they both saw 
the YouTube video of our Phoenix show 
last year, and they thought it was wonder¬ 
ful—they loved it. But then they told all their 
friends, and thaf s the part thaf s embarrass¬ 
ing for me, when their friends mention a song 
like ‘Dildo Desire.’ Thaf s when I turn red.”

M editerranean metal band Clepto aren't 
exactly from a typical OC burb. They joined 
forces in the hot deserts of Saudi Arabia in 2000, 
and since then, you might say we've adopted 
them. Any band that can survive 15 years of 
marathon tours, five-hour commutes to rehearsal 
and a near-fatal bus crash is all right by us. 

Clepto's upcoming shows at the Doll Hut (their 
primary stomping grounds in the county) are a 
long way from the Middle Eastern country where 
the four members met. Playing music is frowned 
upon by Saudi Arabia's fundamentalist Islamic 
population, and even finding modern music to 
listen to was difficult. 

"We played at our house and talent shows, 
since we went to a private school, underground 
parties, stuff like that," bassist Freddie Al-Hajj 
says. "We used to get music from foreigners— 
the Americans would go home forthe summer, 
for example, and come back with CDs." 

Freddie and his brother Philip, Clepto's drummer, 
lived in Saudi Arabia for about 10 years, and guitar¬ 
ists Alex Cabral and Niko Chantziantoniou spent 
most of a decade there as well. The parents of all 
four were in the capital city of Riyadh for work. 

The band were finally free to expand their 
influences when their families relocated to 
Canada in 2002. It's the music they were exposed 
to as kids, however, that led to the System of 
a Down-meets-Gogol Bordello style that runs 
through their recordings. 

"Niko's Greek, and [Philip and I are] from 
Cyprus, but we're Lebanese-Armenian, so we 
have a Mediterranean feel to our music," Al-Hajj 
says. "Metal and punk have been a big influence 
on all of us, and when we mix the Middle Eastern 
stuff together, our sound comes out." 

After several years of commuting between 


cities such as Toronto and Ottawa for practices 
and shows, Clepto relocated to the U.S., making 
Southern California their home base, with the 
bulk of their shows in OC. They rarely stay still, 
though—over the past several years, the band 
have toured nine countries in Europe, played in 
the U.K. and made return trips to Canada. 

In 2012, the band members were nearly killed 
in a different desert. While on New Mexico's 
Highway 10, a blown tire sent their tour van skid¬ 
ding into the dirt shoulder, launching Clepto— 
along with their equipment and their dog, Elvis— 
into the blue sky. 

"The van barreled three times and caught air," 
Al-Hajj says. "Niko and I were in the back, and 
when we were in the air, I was looking at him, and 
he was looking at me.... We thought it was over." 

The band (and the dog) escaped with minor 
injuries and had to spend their tour earnings on 
a three-seat U-Haul to get home in time for a 
St. Patrick's Day gig at the Doll Hut in Anaheim. 
When their friends and fans found out the band's 
equipment had been destroyed in the crash, they 
collected and donated new gear so they could 
play the show. Spending St. Patrick's Day at the 
Doll Hut has since become a tradition for Clepto. 

Today, the band are using their near-death 
experience and world travels as fodder for their 
next full-length release. The band are wrapping 
production on The Cold Unending March of 
Progress , which will be released with a compan¬ 
ion comic book laterthis year. 

"We've seen so much from our travels, where 
we come from and what we've gone through, and 
we've incorporated that into this album," Al-Hajj 
says. "The world is pretty small, and it's pretty 
strange, and we have a lot of stories about that."
